MEET A N D ADJOURN. 
IBIG FOREST FIRES 
by 


Sessions Are Very Enthusiastic and 
the Attendance 
Is Exceptionally 
Large—Addresses of Greeting Made 
to the Delegates by Prominent Men 
of M assachusetts. 


Boston, July, 12—Thousands were 
unable to gain admission to the hall 
and teste a t the Christian Endeavor 
session today 
and the meetings ave 
very 
entnusiastic. 
Three 
m ouser 
m eetings marked the form al opening 
of the session and were called to order 
shortly before IO o’clock in the Me­ 
chanics’ building. T ent W illiston, and 
T en t Endeavor, the two la tte r stru c­ 
tu res being located on the common, an 
unprecedented concession on the p a rt 
of the city governm ent. Gov. Frederic 
T. G reenhalge welcomed the audience 
in the M echanics’ building on behalf of 
th e state and the Rev. A. H. Plum b 
greeted the visitors on behalf of the 
local pastors. 
In T ent W illiston these 
functions were perform ed by M ayor 
Edw in U. C urtis of this city, and tho 
Rev. A. S. G um bart. and in T ent E n­ 
deavor by Lieut. Gov. R oger W olcott 
and the 
Rev. M. D. K neeland. 
R e­ 
sponses on behalf of the society were 
m ade by the Rev. E. R. Dille of San 
F rancisco and the Rev. John H enry 
B arrow s. 
The annual report of Gen­ 
eral Secretary John W illis B aer w as 
presented a t each of the three m eet­ 
ings. 
In T ent E ndeavor the hym n of wel­ 
come, w ritten for the occasion by Dr. 
S. F. Sm ith, the au th o r of “A m erica/' 
w as sung, and then Mr. Beckley in tro ­ 
duced A. J. C rockett, president of the 
B oston local union, who welcomed the 
delegates in behalf of the E n d e a v o u rs 
of Boston. 
The welcome of the city 
pastors w as extended by the Rev. M. 
D. K neeland, D. D., of Boston. In be­ 
h alf of the sta te of M assachusetts 
L ieut. Gov. R oger W alcott then wel­ 
comed the delegates, and the Rev. J. 
H . B arrow s, D. D., of Chicago respond­ 
ed to the welcome of M assachusetts and 
Boston in behalf of the society and the 
delegates. 
The R e v .^ . Y. Cheesem an of Cleve­ 
land, read tne annual report of the sec­ 
retary , John W illis B aer of Boston, 
a fte r which the session adjourned. 
Secretary B aer in his report likened 
th e C hristian E ndeavor to a wheel, w ith 
Boston as its “hub," and continued: 
"‘L ast year our wheel w as strengthened 
by 7,750 new societies (or ‘spokes/ if 
you please). 
This is the largest in­ 
crease . /o r any one 
y ear since 
the 
'‘wheel’ commenced revolving, fourteen 
y ears ago. W e have now a to tal of 41,- 
229 societies, w ith an individual m em ­ 
bership from every clime and every sta ­ 
tion, w ith skins of varying color, of 
which 480 are red, 20,300 are yellow, 
109,400 are black, and 2,348,560 are whit® 
—in all a g reat interracial brotherhood 
o f 2,473,740.’’ 
Of the m issionary roll of honor the 
secretary 
says the societies in the 
U nited States and C anada have con­ 
tributed not less th an 3425,000 for m is­ 
sions at home and abroad. 
T w enty-four 
denom inational 
rallies 
were held in the afternoon in as m any 
churches, the leaders being prom inent 
m em bers of the different 
denom ina­ 
tions. 
“P ray er and praise’’ m eetings 
•were held In the evening a t M echanics’ 
building and in both of the tents. The 
annual report of P resident F rancis E. 
C lark w as presented and num erous 
speakers addressed the Endeavorers, 
am ong them D w ight L. 
Moody, the 
Rev. T. D ew itt Talm age, and John G. 
W oolley. 
D uring the day upw ard of 16,000 del­ 
egates arrived, 2,000 com ing from New 
York and New Jersey, 200 from Michi­ 
gan, 120 from N ebraska, 600 from New 
H am pshire, 300 from Maine, IOO from 
M aryland, 50 from C alifornia and over 
10,000 from points in M assachusetts and 
Rhode Island. The com putation of the 
com m ittee is 
th a t 60,000 have arrived 
from outside the state, and this num ber 
is sufficientnly augm ented by the gen­ 
eral visitors to w arran t the belief th a t 
over 100,000 stran g ers are here. 
B ut one accident is recorded, the en ­ 
gine of the heavily loaded St. Louis 
special, three hours late, crashing into 
a passenger coach in the union station 
a t 1:30 yesterday afternoon, driving the 
coach over the strongly bolted bunker 
an d wrecking the iron fram ew ork in 
th e station. 
M any women fainted and 
th e delegates 
and 
other passengers 
w ere severely shaken up, but nobody 
w as seriously injured. 
There was unbounded enthusiasm for 
th e church of one’s birth or adoption a t 
each of the tw enty-seven denom ination­ 
al rallies in the afternoon, but a t none 
w as there a betrayal of the least sec­ 
ta ria n bitterness. 
Some of the strong­ 
est men in the different denom inations 
spoke their best thoughts, and in sev­ 
eral cases significant resolutions were 
adopted. 
The tru stees’ m eeting In the evening 
w as devoted to hearing delegations from 
th e Pacific slope, and on the first bal­ 
lot it w as voted to hold the conven­ 
tion in 1897 in San Francisco. 
So g reat w as the crowd a t M echanics’ 
hall in th e evening th a t 10,000 were un­ 
able to gain adm ittance and a big open 
a ir m eeting w as held in H untington 
avenue, addressed by President Clark 
and Mr. W oolley.

journ again until Tuesday a t 5 o’clock, 
which m eans W ednesday a t IO o’clock. 
B ut little business w as done in the 
house beyond the introduction of bills. 
A rbitration bills were introduced 
by 
H ogan of Cook, B ryan, Jones, H am ­ 
m ers and Sharrock. Jones of Iroquois 
and W hite of W hiteside each introduced 
a revenue bill; M orris one on child la­ 
bor; Revell one to regulate justices of 
the peace W oolsey one to tax insurance 
companies. 
R epresentative F erns introduced bills 
as follows: T axing insurance com pan­ 
ies 2 per cent on gross am ount of prem ­ 
ium of business done in this state; ta x ­ 
ing business of public w arehouses by 
compelling the paym ent of an annual li­ 
cense of 35, a tax of one-third of I cent 
for every bushel of grain handled, and 
the sam e revenue 
bill introduced 
by 
him last session. 
Mr. M erritt offered an im portant res­ 
olution tending to the abolition of the 
fee system in public offices. The reso­ 
lution was ordered 
printed, and 
will 
come up as a special order as soon as 
rules of the house have been adopted. 
The speaker announced the following 
com m ittee on rules:

The house then adjourned 
till IO o’clock to-m orrow. 
The com m ittee, a fte r some delibera­ 
tion, reported a num ber of im portant 
changes, chief am ong which is one th at 
will prevent the sm othering of bills In 
com m ittees. The change th at will effect 
this is the addition of 
rule 17, which 
reads: “And all bills shall be reported 
by the com m ittee to the house w ithin 
seven legislative days after they are 
printed. Upon the failure of any com ­ 
m ittee to report a bill w ithin the speci­ 
fied tim e it shall be the right of any 
m em ber to dem and th a t the said bill 
be placed upon the calendar and the 
chair shall order it so placed unless the 
house should extend the tim e for its 
consideration by the com m ittee to which 
it was referred.’’ 
Rule 9 was changed so th a t the speak­ 
er m ay appoint a su b stitu te for no m ore 
th an three days instead of five as for­ 
merly.

The Town of W allins la Laid In Ashes 
M aoj Lives Saved By the Heroism 
of a Train 
Crew—Nothing But 
Rain Can Prevent Other Villages 
Being Destroyed W ith Great Loss. 


D etroit, Mich., Ju ly 12.—The upper 
p art of the lower peninsula of M ichigan 
is dotted all over w ith savage forest 
fires. 
A lready the little lum ber town 
of W allin, up 
in Benzie 
county, has 
been leveled to th e ground; Clary has 
been wiped out; no one know s how 
m any farm houses are in ashes; the 
“Thum b" h as been invaded, and the 
town of Kinde, H uron county, is girdled 
w ith fire; and ashes and black leaves 
are sifting down on people in the re­ 
sorts to the north. 
The fires are raging fa r to the north, 
too. Up in the historic G rand T raverse 
region the tow ns are 
all 
sm oke-cur­ 
tained. 
R eports from T raverse City, 
Petoskey, Charlevoix and other tow ns 
are all of the sam e tenor, th a t the fires 
have been burning for about two weeks 
and th a t a sudden strong wind has 
fanned them into alarm ing activity. 
A lready a num ber of farm 
houses 
have been burned and the people are 
com ing into the 
tow ns 
w ith 
tears 
stream ing down their faces, because, as 
they declare between sobs, they have 
lost all the 
property 
they 
have on 
earth. 
The G rand T raverse region has be­ 
come celebrated the last fifteen years as 
the district of sum m er resorts and fine 
fruits. 
The h ard ier fru its of the Old 
Mission peninsular are shipped abroad 
each year, because the grow ers assert 
they bring such fancy prices it does not 
pay well enough to sell them in Am eri­ 
ca. Over all this fru it district the w ind 
is sifting burning cinders. It is feared 
th a t the orchards will be ruined. 
L ate reports from the extrem e w est­ 
ern edge of the state are th a t there is ai 
little im provem ent in the situation, the 
wind having changed so as to benefit 
settlem ents near ill-fated W allin.

for nine hours. 
The fire is still running, and is w ithin 
a short distance of Clary, two miles 
north of 
W allin.
